HARLES A. PROUTY o f the in­ 
terstate co mmerce co mmissio n 
o nce said that fiv e men co uld 
co ntro l the railro ads o f the Unit­ 
ed States. 
He did no t name the men, 
but he unq uestio nably referred to the 
chief figures in the fiv e great railway 
system s: William Iv . Vanderbilt o f the 
Vanderbilt ro ads, Geo rge J. Go uld o f 
the Go uld ro ads, J. Pierpo nt Mo rgan 
o f the Mo rgan-fiill interests, A. J. Cas­ 
sa tt o f the Pennsylv ania system and 
Edward H. Harriman o f the Harriman 
ro ads. 
While named last, Harriman 
in po wer and Influence Is easily the 
bead o f the list. Mo rgan fo rmerly was 
there, but the yo unger man passed him 
so me time ago . 
It is safe to say that 
Harrim an will keep the lead. 
He has 
a habit o f keeping things. 
He o nce 
said to a bunch o f newspaper men who 
came to q uestio n him abo ut the rumo r 
that Mo rgan and Hill had wrested fro m 
him the co ntro l o f the Unio n Pacific: 
“I guess that isn’t so . 
I hav e nev er 
▼et let go o f anything that I wanted 
after getting it in my po ssessio n.” 
Ordinarily Mr. Harriman do es no t 
talk much. 
Lately he has been mo re 


much as is co ntained in tho se two 
wo rds. If they did no t make a shiv ery 
feeling ru n' do w n Ryan’s spine, then 
he is pro o f against fear. 
Here is 
Kyan. The present o wner o f the Eq ui­ 
table had testified that he bo ught 
Hyde’s sto ck because he feared that 
the expo sures in the co mpany wo uld 
bring a panic. 
When Mr. H arrim an 
was asked if he shared in this appre­ 
hensio n he answered: “No , sir; there 
was no po ssibility o f a panic. There 
was no bo dy, 1 think, except Mr. Ryan 
who had that in v iew, and I do ubt 
whether he had.” Phew! That is an 
indirect way o f calling a man a liar, 
and no t v ery indirect either. 
But Harrim an said o ther things o f 
Ryan 
ev en 
mo re 
unco mplimentary. 
Fo r example, he asserted mo re than 
o nce that he do ubted Mr. Ryan’s sin­ 
cerity. When o ne reflects w hat that 
statement really means he m ust real­ 
ize that It Is abo ut as sev ere a thing 
as o ne man can say o f ano ther. Mo re­ 
o v er, the railro ad king accused the 
present o wner o f the Eq uitable o f tri­ 
fling with him. To a man with a fine 
po int o f ho no r statem ents like these 


o f the shipbuilding mixup; that Harri­ 
man bad stepped in and sav ed Depew, 
using his influence with Odell when 
the go v erno r chairman was o n the ev e 
o f thro wing the senato r do wn in his 
candidacy fo r re-electio n, and that— 
but why extend the list? The wo rld is 
full o f rumo rs, the po litical wTo rld espe­ 
cially. 
That fairly o o zes with mo re 
kinds o f go ssip than the ancient q uilt­ 
ing bee. 
Old man “It Is Said” is the 
busiest po litician o f them all. 
Thro ugh all this mist o f allegatio ns 
o ne fact stands fo rth clearly. 
It at 
least is undisputed. 
Odell and H arri­ 
man are and hav e been v ery clo se to ­ 
gether. Chief Inq uisito r Hughes nev er 
o v erlo o ks things o f this kind. So when 
he had Harrim an wo rked up to the 
right pitch he urbanely asked: 
“It has been charged that thro ugh 
yo ur relatio n with Mr. Odell yo u hav e 
po litical influence. 
W hat wo uld yo u 
say as to that?” 
’Well,” replied Mr. Harrim an, “I 
o ho uld think Mr. Odell had po litical in­ 
fluence because o f his relatio ns with 
me.” 
No t the Resigning Kind. 
There yo u hav e it. Is it no t refresh­ 
ing? 
That is almo st as go o d as the 
statem ent o f the "Perfect” Perkins 
that he was the who le thing in the New 
Yo rk Life.

True, he 
did resign fro m the Eq uitable—so rt o f 
"wo w-wo w-wo wed” himself o ut, as it 
were. 
But he o nly did that because 
no thing mo re wras in sight there. 
No 
Juice left In that lemo u. 
There is a 
who le lo t o f juice in all tho se western 
railro ads that Harriman co ntro ls. 
He 
co uld no t be scared o ut o f tho se If 
ev ery state were bristling with an in­ 
v estigatio n and at the head o f ev ery 
inv estigatio n were a Hughes. 
No t o n 
yo ur life. He himself has said that he 
nev er lets anything get away that he 
wants, no t if he has his fingers o n it 
He wants the railro ads, and he has 
them in his grip. 
So do no t imagine 
that there is anything mo re do ing in 
the resigning line by Edward Henry 
Harriman. 
What Odell tho ught o f that testimo ny 
is no t o n reco rd. Perhaps it wo uld no t 
lo o k well if it were o n reco rd. 
Harri­ 
man explained afterw ard that it was 
all a jo ke. 
He ev en gav e a diagram 
o f the jo ke and seemed surprised aud 
pained that anybo dy had taken it seri- 
j 
o usly. Then the public ro ared. It saw ;

But these high financiers ! 
sho uld no t spring their playful humo r 
this way.

He lias a genius fo r dev elo ping 
the pro perties he secures, his special 
fo rte being to take a line that is o n the 
v erge o f bankruptcy and turn it into 
a bo nanza. He is bo ld in his co ncepts, 
spends mo ney like wmter In making im­ 
pro v ements and always wins o ut. He 
straightened o ut the Unio n Pacific, 
bridging Great Salt Lake In the o pera­ 
tio n. It is said that when this difficult 
feat o f engineering was finally ac­ 
co mplished the usually sedate Mr. Har- 
rlman danced a highland fling. 
Yet,

He at once stopped the blowers, open­ 
ed the doors, shut the stop valve be­ 
tween boilers and |>qt on the feed 
pumps as rapidly as* they could go so 
as to reduce pressure, The deck de­ 
partment was notified that it would be 
necessary to stop, and they hauled tu 
ohe side of the channel and waited for 
the coming up of another boat in the 
same line passed a few miles back . 
The passengers (there were 1,000 on 
board) and mails were transferred, and 
the boat returned with tbe injured 
boiler out of business. 
Upon examination tbe next day it 
was found that three braces had given 
way at or near one another, two let­ 
ting go simultaneously apparently , and 
that the precautions tak en against a 
disaster (which would have 
been terri­ 
ble if it had occurred) were no ne to o 
so o n. This was merely an episo de with­ 
in the ev ery day duty o f an engineer 
and carries its o wn warning.

W a s Born in Old K entucky. 
Judge T uley was tx>rn In Louisv ille, 
Ky., on M arch 4. 1827. 
Ills parents 
w ere of E nglish extraction, b eing de­ 
scended from early Virginia settlers 
who had mov ed west, H ia father died 
w hen he wat 5 years old, b ut his m oth­ 
er gav e the child a thorough schooling 
In the Louisv ille pub lic schools. 
At 
the age of 15 the youth b ecam e a clerk 
In a country store, b ut found tim e for 
the study of law. In 1843, w hen M urray 
w as 16 years old, his m other was m ar­ 
ried to Colonel Richard J. H am ilton, 
a Chicago attorney, who then 
w as 
well-known throughout the west. 
F a m ily M oves lo C hica go. 
The fam ily remov ed to Chicago and 
the b oy entered his foster father’s law 
office. T hree years later he w ent b ack 
to Louisv ille and took a course In law 
under the tutelage of Duncan Lough­ 
b orough and Judge Plrie in the le u- 
isv ille Law Institute. 
On his return 
to Chicago in 1847, young Tuley w as 
adm itted to the b ar and started to 
practice law . 
But the Mexican w ar 
w as oorntng on, and as a result of the

consum ption, Tuley enlisted In com­ 
pany F, F ifth Illinois v olunteers, the 
regim ent com m anded b y Colonel New­ 
b y, and w as elected first lieutenant of 
his com pany.

“ home coming” weeks ever held in 
New’ England. 
The dates fixed are 
J une 13, 14, 15, 16 aud 17. 
The first day will be known as “ re­ 
ception and welcome day." Every coun­ 
ty in the state will establish heudquar- 
ters in the new armory at Louisville, 
where registration of visitors will take 
place. This w ill be followed by a civic 
aud military parade. 
Colonel Henry 
Watterson has been invited to deliver 
the chief address of welcome and for­ 
mer Governor David R. Francis of 
Missouri the response.

others Invited to appear on the pro­ 
gramme are former Senators William 
Lindsay and J ohn G. Carlisle of New
